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Harsh winter wipes out Spring Break 



Hickman County students and 
teachers will have to wave goodbye 
to their spring break plans as a result 
of an unusually harsh winter that has 
forced students to miss 17 days of 
school. The Hickman County Board 
of Education had already been forced 


to make adjustments to the school 
calendar earlier this year, but of the 
when another crippling ice storm 
battered the region at the beginning 
of this month, Superintendent Cayce 
Henderson had to call a special meeting 
of the board to discuss another change. 

When the board came together on 


Monday, March 17, they looked at 
several options for making up the lost 
days. State legislation requires that the 
district meet a mandatory total of 1,062 
instructional hours for a complete 
school year. The board expects to miss 
some days due to inclement weather, 
and three “snow days” are built into 


the schedule. 

Before missing the week of March 
3 through March 7, the board had 
adjusted the schedule to compensate 
for the missed days. After the late

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Ferguson remembers days as an MP in Italy

During the years that Elvis “Fergy” 
Ferguson spent as a U.S. Army 
Air Corps 1054th Military Police 
Company during World War II there 
were many memorable moments he’ll 
never forget. 

Ferguson, who grew up in Hickman 
and now lives in Fulton, turned 93 
years young Feb. 19. He’s forgotten 
a lot, but he says he’ll never forget 
the day when a photo of the hanging 
of Italian dictator Benito Mussolini 
arrived at the 12th Air Force Military 
Police office where he was stationed. 

The photo would be of some 



historical significance now and was 
quite important then. 

Ferguson remembers picking up the 
photo and sticking it in his pocket; 
later bringing it home with him. 

However he’s a little frustrated that 
the photo hasn’t been found. 

“I don’t know where it is,” he says. 
“I’ve lost it.” 

However that’s not the most 
shocking thing he remembers of his 
days fighting the Nazis and Italian 
fascists in Northern Africa and Italy. 

The most shocking would be a 
message that was sent to a U.S. Navy 
ship he was riding from Norfolk, Va. 
to Cairo, Egypt while on his way 
to his first duty station. The note 


informed the captain that the ship had 
been sunk by a German submarine the 
previous day. The news brought great 
consternation to the crew at the time 
as they continued to sail toward Cairo. 

Ferguson was on guard at a teletype 
machine aboard the ship. 

“We didn’t laugh about it too much. 
It’s funny now, but it wasn’t funny 
then,” Ferguson says. “It said we’d 
been sunk. We didn’t know what to 
think. I was on that ship for so long I 
thought they had put me in the Navy.” 

Among other memories, Ferguson 
also remembers doing some other 
exciting deeds while in Cairo. 

“I got to ride a camel and climbed 
about half-way up, well, that biggest 


pyramid there in Egypt,” he said. 

Growing up around Hickman, Ky, 
Ferguson joined the U.S. Army Air 
Corps Ninth Air Force in 1942 and 
spent a little over three years as a 
military police officer for the Ninth 
and then the Twelfth Air Force. 

“I didn’t ask for it. That’s where 
they put me,” he said. “They called 
me ‘Fergy.’” 

The Ninth Air Force, Ferguson’s first 
duty station, was originally constituted 
as V Air Support Command on August 
21, 1941 and activated on September 
1, 1941. The Ninth, and Ferguson

Fiscal court approves three 
trucks, payroll service

The Hickman County Road 
Department will add three 
new dump trucks to their 
fleet as a result of Monday’s 
decision by the fiscal court 
to purchase the used trucks 
for $78,180 from Stafer’s 
Truck & Sales of Delta, 
Ohio. The magistrates voted 
for the purchases during a 
special meeting held Monday 
morning in the County Judge 
Executive’s Office in Clinton. 

Magistrate Ricky Deweese 
was credited with doing most 
of the research for finding the 
best option for purchasing 
dump trucks. Judge Executive 


Greg Pruitt stated that the 
cost of one new dump truck 
through the state contractors 
would cost nearly $95,000. 

“We have been looking for 
over a year and this is the first 
place we have found what 
meets our needs adequately,” 
Pruitt said. “We are getting 
three used trucks for less than 
the cost of one new truck.” 

Also discussed at the 
special meeting was the 
county payroll issue at hand. 
The court agreed at the Fiscal 
Court meeting on March 10 
to look into going through 
ABC Bookkeeping in Clinton. 
However, the court was since 
informed that ABC was not 


interested in the job and 
would no longer be an option 
for payroll. This pointed them 
back in the direction of using 
Payroll Solutions, Inc out of 
Lexington. 

Payroll Solutions will 
replace the current Doss 
system that the county 
currently uses for payroll. 
Hickman County Treasurer 
Carol Malugin has used Doss 
since 1986. The new program 
will direct deposit county 
payrolls and will be biweekly. 
The specific cost of the new 
system was unavailable as of 
press time Monday evening. 


winter storm closed the schools 
for another week, the board was 
forced to either cancel Spring 
Break or extend the school year 
and postpone graduation.

Protect yourself 

Dear Dave, 

I’ve heard you say to nev¬ 
er give collectors access 
to your checking account. 
Does that include pay¬ 
ments with a debit card too? 
Susan 

Dear Susan, 

Absolutely! If you’re do¬ 
ing something like schedul¬ 
ing utility payments to come 
through your debit card or 
out of your personal checking 
account, that’s perfectly fine. 
But collectors are looking to 
get as much as they can on a 
bad, late debt. Never, under 
any circumstances, give them 
electronic access to your ac¬ 
count. 

I’ve been doing financial 
counseling for a long time 
now, and I’ve seen numer¬ 
ous situations where collec¬ 
tors have taken more than 
the agreed-upon amount from 
someone’s account once they 
gained access. This sleazy 
move left people without the 
money to pay their rent, the 
electric bill or even grocer¬ 
ies. In fairness, the collec¬ 


tion business does have a few 
good people in it, but it also 
has a high percentage of peo¬ 
ple who are scum—especially 
on the credit card side of col¬ 
lections. Some of them will 
lie and even make threats. It’s 
a huge problem. 

There are other, much saf¬ 
er ways to handle these kinds 
of situations. Send a mon¬ 
ey order overnight or wire 
the cash to them. You can 
also send a cashier’s check. 
Some folks have even used 
a pre-paid debit card that 
isn’t attached to any of your 
accounts. This isn’t my fa¬ 
vorite way to handle things, 
but it’s better than giving 
them the opportunity to clean 
you out and mess you over!

I’m a little worried 
about investing in the mar¬ 
ket due to volatility. Are 
there safer investments?

Dear Matt, 

You’re right; the market is 
volatile. It’s not a volatile as 


some things, but you have 
to remember that anywhere 
there’s money to be made- 
including long-term invest¬ 
ing—there are ups and downs. 

For instance, I like real es¬ 
tate. It’s not as volatile as the 
stock market, but there are no 
guarantees. We experienced 
that big dip over the last few 
years, and it was probably one 
of largest dips ever in the real 
estate market, except for the 
Great Depression.

Spread 
your investments across these 
four types of mutual funds:

along with it, participated in 
fighting the Axis powers in 
Egypt and Libya, the campaign 
in Tunisia and the invasions 
of Sicily and Italy. The unit 
transferred to England in 
October 1943 and participated 
in the Normandy invasion 
and European campaigns until 
Victory in Europe (VE) Day. 

Ferguson, who is now an 
ordained deacon at Fulton’s 
First Baptist Church, was later 
transferred to the 12th Air 
Force where he completed his 
enlistment. 

Not amazingly, at age 93, 
Ferguson may be the “last 
man standing” of the 100-man 
1054th Military Police unit. 
Four years ago, he met with 
another member of the unit, 
Frank William Hunnicutt, that 
like him was only 21-years-old 
at the time, and both believed 
they were the last members of 
the unit still alive. 

Hunnicutt, of Asheville, NC, 
has since died, possibly leaving 
only Ferguson as the last man 
in the unit still living. 

Ferguson remembers that 
he and his friend were the 
youngest. 

“We had some men in there 
that were 50 years old,” he 
said. “I think we were the last 
two.” 

He didn’t volunteer for the 
unit, but Ferguson said his 
physical prowess may be why 
the military gave him a job as 
an MP. 

He said he was tough, but 
fair, and always did everything 
he could to help a fellow 
soldier. 

But if you didn’t comply 
with the law - look out. 

“If two men was coming 
after me I just needed about 
two seconds and they was on 
the floor behind me,” Ferguson 
said. “If a third one was coming 
after me, as long as he didn’t 
have a gun, if he got close 
enough I might take it away 
from him and beat him on the 
head with it.

and fast. I didn’t care how big 
he was now. I’d lay him down 
in a second.” 

He was also a marksman. 

“Nobody could out-shoot 
me. I was pretty good,” he said. 
“My daddy taught me how to 
shoot a rifle.” 

While in Cairo and Fogga, 
Italy, his duties included 
guarding the streets and 
policing military personnel 
with 100 men, four Jeeps and 
four motorcycles. The group 
left Cairo when German Field 
Marshal Rommel was pushed 
out of North Africa. 

“We were in Fogga (Italy) 
about a year,” Ferguson said. 



“We pushed the Germans 
into north Italy and then they 
moved us to Florence, Italy. We 
was there until the war ended.” 

Ferguson was discharged 
around Nov. 1, 1945. 

“We got on a ship at Naples 
and went to Boston,” he said. “I 
came back home to Hickman.”

Does this sound famil¬ 
iar? A few years back your 
yearly earnings were pretty 
low so you figured you 
wouldn’t owe any income 
tax. Thus, when April 15 
rolled around the following 
yearyou didn’t bother filing 
a tax return, knowing you 
wouldn’t be penalized. 

Big mistake. 

Even if your income fell 
below the threshold at 
which you’d owe anything, 
chances are taxes were 
deducted from your pay- 
check throughout the year. 
(Check your year-end W-2 
form). If so, you probably 
left a sizeable tax refund 
on the table. 

And you wouldn’t be 
alone. The IRS estimates 
that each year close to a 
million people don’t bother 
filing federal tax returns, 
thereby forfeiting around 
$1 billion in refunds they 
were due - refunds that 
average several hundred 
dollars apiece. 

Here’s the good news: 
The IRS generally gives you 
a three-year window to go 
back and file a past year’s 
tax return if you want to 
claim an unpaid refund. For 
example, to collect a refund 
for 2010 you have until April 
15, 2014, to file a 2010 re¬ 
turn. After that, the money 
becomes the property of 
the U.S. Treasury. 

You can order prior year 
tax forms at www.irs.gov or 
by calling 800-TAX-FORM 
(800-829-3676). If you’re 
missing any supplementary 
paperwork (e.g., W-2 or 
1099 forms), you’ll need 
to request copies from 
your employer, bank or 
other payer. If that doesn’t 
work, file IRS Form 4506- 
T to request a free tran¬ 
scriptshowing information 
from these year-end docu¬ 
ments. 

Keep in mind that if you 
file to collect a refund on 
your 2010 taxes but have 
not also filed tax returns 
for 2011 and 2012, the IRS 
may hold onto the refund 
until you file those subse¬ 


quent returns. Also, past 
refunds will be applied to 
any amounts you still owe 
to the IRS or your state tax 
agency, and may be used to 
offset unpaid child support 
or past-due federal debts, 
such as student loans. 

Another good reason to 
consider going back and 
filing a previous year’s tax 
return: the Earned Income 
Tax Credit (EITC). Chances 
are, if the reason you didn’t 
file a return was because 
you didn’t earn enough to 
owe taxes, you may have 
been eligible for the EITC, 
a “refundable” tax credit 
for low- to moderate in¬ 
come working taxpayers. 
(“Refundable” means that 
if you owe less in tax than 
your eligible credit, you 
not only pay no tax but 
also get a refund for the 
difference.) 

As an example, for tax 
year2010, a married couple 
filing jointly with three or 
more qualifying children 
whose adjusted gross 
income was less than 
$48,263 were eligible for 
an EITC of up to $5,666. 
To find out how EITC works 
and whether you qualify, 
consult IRS.gov. 

For the rest of us, April 
15 looms as the deadline 
for filing our 2013 taxes. At 
the very least you should 
request a filing extension 
by then; otherwise the pen¬ 
alty on any taxes you owe 
increases dramatically. 

Typically you’ll have to 
pay an additional 5 percent 
of taxes owed for each full 
or partial month you’re 
late, plus interest, up to 
a maximum penalty of 25 
percent. However, if you 
file your return or request 
an extension on time, the 
penalty drops tenfold to 
0.5 percent per month, plus 
interest. 

Bottom line: If you skipped 
filing a tax return in the last 
three years, go back and 
crunch the numbers - you 
may be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised by a hefty refund.

The Hickman County 
Falcons and Lady Falcons 
began their baseball and 
softball seasons last week 
as the Falcons hosted Fulton 
County, South Fulton, Tenn., 
and Lake County, Tenn. for 
the 7 th Annual Tom Hulsey 
Classic, and the Lady Falcons 
hosted the Union City Lady 
Tornadoes. 

The Falcons are off to a 1-2 
start after a 13-6 Friday night 
win over Fulton County and 
losses on Saturday to South 
Fulton and Lake County. 

The Falcons displayed their 
bullpen depth Friday night as 
Coach Shayne Midyett put 
five pitchers on the mound 
who struck out a total of 
14 Fulton County batters. 
Six of the strikeouts came 
from senior Nate Newton, 
who also went two for two 
offensively and hit a grand- 
slam homerun on his way 
to five RBIs. Seniors Billy 
Speed and Ryan Harpole also 
contributed to the strikeout 
tally, and Stephen Allen and 
Austin Boaz also spent time 
on the mound. Offensively, 
Speed contributed by hitting 
3-4, Boaz hit 2-4, a double, 
and 2 RBIs. Lukas Rice was 
2-5 with 2 RBIs. 

Hickman County faced a 
stronger offense and defense 
Saturday morning against 
South Fulton, and lost the 
game despite scoring six runs. 
Austin Boaz got on base twice 


from his three at-bats, scored 
twice and had three RBIs and 
a double. Newton was 2-3 
with a double and three RBIs. 
The Red Devils won the game 
8 - 6 . 

Saturday afternoon the 
Falcons took the field again 
against Lake County. After 
the Falcons rallied to score 
four runs in the bottom of 
the first inning, Lake County 
changed pitchers and Tyler 
Tubbs held the Falcons to 
three runs throughout the last 
six innings. Ryan Harpole hit 
3-4 with a double and three 
RBIs. 

Monday night’s game 
against Obion Central was 
postponed, and the Falcons are 
scheduled to travel to Obion 
Central on Tuesday night, 
host St. Mary on Thursday 
at 5 p.m., host Lake County 
again on Friday at 5:30 p.m., 
and host Paducah Tilghman 
on Monday at 5 p.m. 

The Lady Falcons dropped 
their opening game to Union 
City 2-1. Their Monday night 
game against Obion County 
was postponed, and they are 
scheduled to host Murray 
Tuesday at 5 p.m., then travel 
to Union City for a rematch 
against the Lady Tornadoes 
Thursday at 5:30 p.m. They 
will make the trip to Dresden, 
Tenn. Monday night to play 
the Lady Lions.
